000,000 had been expended for pensions 
during the last llscal year. He C8ti<- 
mated tlmt u similar sum would be ex- 
pended the current year. Ho believed 
the limit of pension expenditures was 
now reached and that pensions would 
hereafter decrease.

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FRESNO SHOULD RAISE SUGAR 


BEETS. 


The production of sugar from beets ie 


R comparatively new industry, and has 
but receutly passed beyond thcexperi- 
meDtal Btage. It baa grown enormously 
in tbli country, and new fielda are be- 
ing iongbt tor its further development. 
Reports recently publiabed show tbat of 
all parts of the United Statrt'California 
is best suited to ttie growing of sugar 
beets, and the portions of California 
best adapted are those .with a warm, 
dry climate, fertile eoil and abundance 
of water for irrigation. In the counties 
near the coast the climate of summer 
cuita well ind tbe beeta 'make excellent 
growth, but the rains of autumn begin 
too early to allow the harvesting of tbe 
crop in the beat condition. 


Damp or rainy weather IB injurious 


to the beete. It robs them of their 
sugar, and thus lessens their value. 
The crop may have grown to perfection 
and may have reached maturity, end 
yet before it can be disposed of a rain 
may injure it to the extent of one-quar- 
ter or one-half, and there ia danger of 
total loss. This experience has been 
met with on the coast this season, and 
the result will be shown in the total out- 
put of sugar from the factorica in that 
vicinity. 


Tbe San Joaquin valley baa every 


element of soil and climate to make it 
the leading sugar district of the United 
States. Nothing is lacking BO far as cli- 
mate, noil and water are concerned. The 
autumns are long and dry, but little 
rain falling before the commencement 
of winter, thus allowing ample time for 
gathering the crop. Iu this respect it 
surpasses the coast counties. The eoil 
is fertile; water is abundant; land is 
plentiful and cheap, and there is noth- 
ing wanting to make it the idenl sugar 
district of tbe whole country. 


The profits would be greater than the 


present clear returns from any crop now- 
raised in this valley, except probably 
some of the choice drying fruits. Tbe 
amount of sugar 
consumed in tins 


country ie far in excess of the produc- 
tion, and the market is strong and will 
remain strong for years. This valley 
should enter tbe sugar producing buei- 
neos. There never will be a better time 
for doing so than the present. Grain is 
low, raisins pay the grower but email re- 
turns at present, the live Etock market 
ie dull, and people who have been en- 
gaged in these lines of business can take 
up the growing ol beete without much 
capital. Up to the present time those 
who have had beets to sell to tbe factor- 
lea have been able to get cash for them, 
and ia those districts money has been 
plentiful. There are tena of thousands 
of acres of vacant land in this county 
which would return a handsome profit 
if devoted to the cultivation of beete. 


YKSTSBIUY'S Examiner notes the fol- 


lowing f iTorablc indication in the way of 
business revival: 


The monthly report of the Iron Ace 


on the condition of blast furnaces abowe 
a production more than double that ol 
last summer, and one that ranks well 
up with tbe records of the moat pros- 
perous periods of our history. On De- 
cember 1st there were 184 furnaces In 
blast producing 166,702 tons of pig iron 
per week, as against a weekly produc- 
tion o! 102,000 tona on the lirst of No- 
vember. There has been an increase 
every month since the passage of the 
MJW tariff. •

The industrial sit- 


uation is steadily improving, as it has 
been ever since the settlement of the 
tariff question, and when the new can- 
cress meets there will probably be no- 
body of importance in it venturesomt 
enough to propose to upset tbe jiresen 
conditions. 


It is certainly to be hoped that then 


will be no further unsettling of bueineE 
by tbe free trade fanatics, but with tin 
utterances pf Profeeeor Wileon and tin 
declarations of tbe President's messng 
favoring free iron, etc., for our consider 
ation, tbe assurance that it will not b 
disturbed is by no means strong as i 
should be. When the Examiner assert 
tbat nobody will venture upon a propo 
sition to upset present conditions it ap 
parently classifies President Clevelan 
and Professor Wilson among the unitn 
portant personages in public life.

The board of educatiou met last night 


n special session to reconsider its recent 
action in regard to the change of school 
tours. Complaints of the new system 
lave been heard so numerously and uni- 
versally from 
parents, teachers and 


lupils during the couple days that it 
iae been in force that the trustees last 
light decided to go back to the old ays- 
em again, with a slight change in the 
afteinoon 
session. After 
this week 


school will open tn the morning at 9 
o'clock and close at 3 45 in the after- 
ioon. There will be a short recess in 
)oth morning and afternoon and an 
iour intermission for lunch from 12 to 1. 


The matter was fully discussed last 


night by members of the board before 
proceedings were taken to rescind their 
ormer action. Trustee Uadsell et ted 
ihat he had been against the change 
'com the start; but he wanted the short 
receass in the afternooneeBBionand then 
*> keep school 15 minutee longer. Mr. 
Eladsell said that in these short days 
and cold mornings, 9 o'clock is early 
enough for the children to begin school. 
Later on in warmer weather "he should 
iiot object to the change. 


Trustee CummingB said that many 


citizens h*d come to him complaining of 
the change. Only two teachers have 
expressed themselves as favoring the 
new plan. The majority of the teachers 
object because they have to be at school 
\ quarter of an hour earlier in the morn- 
ing and have to be out on the grounds 
Eor half an hour longer during the noon 
hour doing .patrol duty. 


Children and parents say that when 


pupils are let out at 11.30 for lunch, 
they have to wait half an hour at home 
anyway before the dinner is ready. The 
children will therefore loiter on the 
way, when out of 'eight of the teachers 
and parents. It would be better to 
have them play at the school grounds 
under the eyes of the teachers. Kut the 
teachers say that one and a half hours 
is too'long for them to watch the chil- 
drqn on tho grounds. One boy had re* 
turned from his dinner .before 12.45, and 
the teacher sent him off the groumli 
again. 


Mr. Gumaiings wna in favor of the 


new system aud hu only ]gave the coiu- 
plaintu UH they had been giviti to him. 


Chairman Church did not think that 


because a few people were very loud in 
tlioir complaints the board should not 
abide by its own beat, judgment. He 
dwelt on tho importance of having suf- 
ficient timo to eat, und a sufficient time 
to rest after eating. It was n matter of 
physical education for the children. lie 
thought Unit from II.80 to 1 was not too 
long an iiitci lineman for lunch. Food 
should ho eaten and thoroughly masti- 
cated und nob gulped down like Irecr. 
Mr.Cliuruh said : "If the board Is to be 
pulled by strings,! want to quit; i f ] 
can't uuc my own judgment in regard to 
what ie desirable iu the schools." 


Mr. Cummings, however, remarked 


.that he thought tho wishes of tho peo- 
ple ought to be consulted. 


Ihuletcll, Gallagher and Eden voted in 


favor of having the old system again in 
use, while Cummlngs and Church voted 
against it. 


ILudscIl moved that the action taken 


by the board at the last meeting order- 
ing a two weeks' vacation at Olirintmas 
bo rescinded. It was decided to have 
Bchool on Monday of Christmas week 
but to have vacation during the re- 
mainder of the week.- There will be no 
school on .New Year's day. This makes 
a vftcation of five days in all. 


Trustee Eden took occasion to remark 


.that it has long been the policy of the 
board to take action upon a matter a 
ono meeting and to rescind it at the 
.next. 


Gallagher brought up the high school 


matter. January 1st wao set by the 
board eome time ago as tho limit for th(

Very few works ot the great niaateifl 


of fiction bear dramatizing well and tho 
"Kob Koy" of Sir Walter Scott is 110 
exception to the rulo, even though the 
play given at tbo Barton last night was 
originally produced underline super- 
vision ol Sir Walter Scott himself away 
back in 1817. "Kob Roy" is perbspB 
the most distinctively national of the 
Waverley Novels, and this ia perhaps 
the reason why tbe drama founded on 
it was chosen last night by the eona ant 
daughteniof Boimie Scotland ia giving 
a public display of their histrionic pow 
era. 
. 
- - 


For the pact two weeki the St.* An 


drewa society of Fresno has been con 
vnlsed to its utmost depths by'prgpara- 
tiona for tbo production of ;the play. It 
is an open secret that a large.proportion 
of the cast consisted of purely local reel 
dents, Borne few of whom hive under- 
gone "coaching" in the ''burineBs" o 
the stage, but it was distinctively an 
amateur performance and as each a very 
creditable one. 


It may be well to state very briefly 


thn sarroundiuEe of the. principal char- 
acters in the play. Rob Boy MacGregor 
was one of tbe beat and strongest repre- 
sentatives of the patriotic Highlander of 
Scotland, before the 'fires of independ- 
ence were finally extinguished on the 
bloody field of Culloden in 1745. Rob 
Roy'e biography ehowe that he flour- 
ished from 1660-1734, BO that for a man 
who was deemed a bandit and outlaw 
twenty-two years before hia death, he 
vied iii longevity with Koasuth hiineelf. 
Essentially' the connection of the out- 
law with the play covers a period after 
1712 when he waa evicted by tbe Duke 
of Montrose, and thereafter supported 
himself in the mountain fastnesses by 
depredations on the Duke and hia ten- 
ants. 


Leaving out of consideration for a mo* 


ment the acting of the parts, it should 
be stated that the miae-en-ecene was in 
the highest degree creditable. 
Seldom, 


indeed, baa an amateur performance 
been so well backed up in this import- 
ant particular. The prison scene was 
especially well set. So was tbe scene 
representing the "Boas of Lochard." 
The local coloring WAS, In fact, BO effec- 
tive that tbote of tbe audience who bad 
never set eyes on Bonnie Scotland, 
either in the Highland! or the Low- 
lands, could go home with & faithful im- 
pression of tbe spots which the great 
wizard of fiction has immortalized. 


The play is quite a long one and coii< 


eumed neurlv three hours in its repre- 
sentation 
It opened with a Highland 


dance by R M. Munro, a professional 
teacher, who also figured al tbe bag- 
piper. The first scene showed the set- 
ting HUU on the German oceau and tho 
exterior of the Thistle inn. The next 
scone waa the interior of OBbaldistono 
hall,and the third a room in Bailie 
Nicol Jarvie's house at Glasgow.
